A FILM-MAKER has been shocked 
by the strength of feeling over the con¬ 
creting of Thanet’s last green spaces. 

When Christine Tongue’s phone rang off the 
hook with people wanting to share their views 
on the island’s development, she decided to 
make a documentary, Thanet Under Threat. 

She said: “The environment of Thanet is 
threatened by a huge programme of over¬ 
building. All over the island, people are worried 
about it and feel like they are being developed 
to death.” 

The film, which uses vintage footage of the 
area as well as modern clips, highlights peo¬ 
ple’s concerns over the scale of development in 
the area. 

Christine received an astonishing 200 
phone calls from residents worried that the 
island’s charms are being buried under 
bricks and mortar. 

She said: “We are amazed by the numbers of 
people approaching us and by what they were 
telling us. 

“Their stories paint a picture of an island 
where development is out of control. 

“All over Thanet, people are worried about 
new building near where they live.” 

Christine, who decided to make the film after 
people started contacting her with their con¬ 
cerns, added: “Wherever you look, there is build¬ 
ing on what was playing fields, farmland and 
schools. 

“It’s all being threatened by the drive to build 
new houses. The island is just going to be cov¬ 
ered in houses at this rate and people are real¬ 
ly worried about it.”

It was more a case of Ca-sea-no Royale than 
Casino Royale when 007 visited Ramsgate's 
lifeboat crews.

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FLY-TIPPING is costing 
Thanet more than any other 
district in the county. 

Figures from DEFRA’s Ministry 
For Environment and Local Govern¬ 
ment show that in 2006/7 the prob¬ 
lem cost the local council £538,286. 

The next highest figure in Kent 
was Maidstone council’s £195,047. 

As for the number of incidents, 
there were 12,746 recorded dump¬ 
ings in Thanet. Swale, with 2,708, 
was the next worst affected. 

No successful prosecutions were 
brought in Thanet, a fact which 
prompted an attack from Cllr Eliza¬ 
beth Green, Labour’s local environ¬ 
ment spokesman. She said: “The 
awful record on dealing with fly¬ 
tipping is on the streets for all to see. 

“The council is failing to prosecute 
offenders or to adopt any measures 
other councils are using. 

“The council knows town centres in 
Margate, Broadstairs and Ramsgate 
have the biggest fly-tipping problems 
yet it refuses to bring forward a 
strategy for those areas. 

“It’s horrendous. An incomparable 
amount of money is being spent on 
this because Thanet council is simply 
not dealing with the issue. 

“Residents in Eastcliff even started 
their own recycling programme,

which shows how desperate people 
are to have those facilities. 

“If the council wasn’t wasting so 
much money on this, then they could 
spend it on providing facilities for 
many thousands of people in all the 
town centre wards.” 

However, a district council spokes¬ 
man said the incidents figure was so 
high because, unlike most other coun¬ 
cils in the county, Thanet recorded all 
incidents of removal, big or small. 

She said: “The majority of authori¬ 
ties only log fly-tipping incidents 
when they are of significant size. 

“By comparison, we log all inci¬ 
dents where we pick up material from 
streets, back alleys, land and rural 
roads, except where these are picked up 
as part of normal domestic collections. 

“This includes some larger events, 
but the majority relate to black bags, 
particularly in the urban area. This 
means we get hugely more individ¬ 
ual events than other authorities.”

Fishermen's explosive 
discoveries continue 

TWO fishermen with a strange knack 
of hauling up unexploded mines 
caught yet another last week. 

Phil Edwards and James Green 
from Whitstable landed their third 
piece of ordnance in eight weeks off 
the coast of Margate on Wednesday. 

The fishermen caught it in the gear 
of their trawler Millenia and called 
the coastguard before letting the 
device, a German parachute mine 
dropped into the sea by the Luftwaffe 
during World War Two, sink back 
down into the depths. 

The pair left a marker buoy for a 
team of Navy bomb disposal experts 
to find it the next day. 

However, on Thursday, when an 
explosion to detonate the mine failed, 
it was temporarily lost. 

It was eventually detonated on 
Saturday afternoon in a controlled 
explosion about a mile offshore. 

Lifeboat crews assisted the Royal 
Navy team.

Book honours 
defenders of 
wartime skies

A NEW book, The Heroes of Fighter 
Command: Kent, has just been pub¬ 
lished in time for this year’s Rem¬ 
embrance Sunday. 

It tells the story of the band of pilots who 
Prime Minister Sir Winston Churchill 
described as “The Few” and their achievement 
in beating off the might of the Nazi Luftwaffe in 
the summer of 1940 - and so halting the threat 
of a Britsh invasion by Adolf Hitler’s forces. 

The Battle of Britain was fought largely in 
the skies above Kent and the story of the hand¬ 
ful of RAF heroes has been documented by 
author Rupert Matthews - whose father flew 
Blenheim bombers targeting the invasion 
forces during the battle. 

“I focused on Kent because it was the busiest 
county when it comes to the battle with air¬ 
fields like Manston in the front line. 


‘What struck me most of all during my 
research was the way the pilots kept going, day 
after day, week after week, month after month. 

“It was all on such a grinding scale - constant¬ 
ly flying up to engage the enemy and then the 
risk of being bombed while still on the ground. 

“The way those pilots and their ground crews 
coped - up against overwhelming odds on a 
continual basis - I found truly inspiring.” 

Kent’s squadrons first saw action on 
November 21,1939, when two Hurricane fight¬ 
er pilots were on patrol over Folkestone. 

They spotted a German Domier on a recon¬ 
naissance mission and sent it crashing into the 
sea, trailing smoke. 

The initial attacks by enemy bombers focused 
on Channel convoys and radar stations, with 
the airfields then coming under attack. 

But the Luftwaffe switched its attention to 
cities on the orders of Hitler after an RAF plane 
bombed Berlin - just at a time when the fight¬ 


er bases and the command centres were on the 
verge of collapse. 

Eventually the attackers suffered such severe 
losses that they stopped the daily raids - but it 
would be five years before the Nazi jackboot 
was brought to heel by the Allies. 

Numerous memorials to the battle, both well 
known and unheralded, dot our countryside. 

The statue of a fighter pilot and a replica 
Hurricane and Spitfire draw thousands of peo¬ 
ple a year to a site just outside Folkestone. 

The former fighter station at Manston also 
has a Spitfire and a Hurricane museum - as 
well as a garden dedicated to the Allied airmen. 

“Kent has remembered its heroes and my 
book pays tribute to them,” said Mr Matthews. 
“It is a tribute to the gallant young men who 
flew sortie after sortie against desperate odds - 
heroes every one of them.”

Tomb once 
again sees 
light of day 


Man harassed 
his ex-girlfriend 
with 200 texts 


AN IMPORTANT part of Rams¬ 
gate’s heritage has been restored to 
its former glory. 

The three-month restoration of the 
tomb of Augustus Pugin is now com¬ 
plete, and the Pugin chantry win¬ 
dow above it has been cleaned for 
the first time in more than 25 years. 

Inside St Augustine’s Abbey, the 
historical tomb’s alabaster surrounds 
have been restored and the mason¬ 
ry repaired after years of decay. 

Sills around the window and the 
alabaster surrounds of the tomb 
were also worked on after the huge 
stained glass window was cleaned 
by Canterbury Cathedral Glass. 

The restorations were paid for by 
parishioners, the Colyer Fergusson 
Trust, local group Cantate and the 
Pugin Society. 

Pugin designed and built the 
church next to his family home, 
The Grange, after converting to 
Catholicism in 1835. 

Parish priest Father Benedict 
Austen said: “It was shedding dust 
and the stonework was rotting 
with sand and stone falling away, 
so it was important to repair it.”

LOVELORN Aaron Thornton was so 
obsessed with former girlfriend 
Daniele Haddock when she dumped 
him that he bombarded her with 200 
text messages, a court was told. 

Thornton, 19, of Bradley Road, 
Ramsgate, kept ringing her mother’s 
phone and continually cruised in his 
car outside her house. 

The string of calls resulted in a 
visit to Thanet magistrates court, 
where Thornton admitted harass¬ 
ment. 

Elizabeth Baker, prosecuting, said 
the couple split up on Friday, 
October 19, but Thornton could not 
accept the fact. 

“He started telephoning her and 
sending texts. He sat outside her 
house hooting his car horn,” said Ms 
Baker. 

“When interviewed, he said he 
couldn’t help himself.” 

Natalie Brown, defending, said 
Daniele had been sending loving 
texts herself. 


She said: “She’s been playing yo-yo 
with his feelings. She has been play¬ 
ing games with him. 

“She got a new boyfriend and then 
said she would leave him for Mr 
Thornton but didn’t.” 

Miss Brown said Thornton ended 
up in custody when the pair met in 
the car park of a Broadstairs pub, 
breaking his bail conditions. 

During a heated exchange a man 
with Daniele kicked a door panel on 
Thornton’s car. 

Miss Brown said: “She spent the 
night with him after they were sup¬ 
posed to have split up. 

“She was usually keen on him 
around pay day, but when he didn’t 
have money she wasn’t interested. 
Mr Thornton now realises he has 
been incredibly stupid.” 

Magistrates gave Thornton a 
12-month conditional discharge and 
put a restraining order on him pre¬ 
venting contact with Miss Haddock. 

He was ordered to pay £60 costs.

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Teen fought 
the law, but 
the law won 

A BARRISTER quoted iconic punk band 
The Clash in a vain attempt to stop a 
16-year-old-youth from being sent to a 
detention centre. 

Edmund Bird was defending the 
youth, who was accused of attempting to 
steal lead from the roof of Burton’s 
Ramsgate branch, together with 
20-year-old Simon Thistlewood, formerly 
of Broadstairs. 

Both admitted the attempted theft and 
both were given six months behind bars. 

The youth, from Haringay, had been 
put in a Ramsgate care home and was 
already the subject of a supervision 
order imposed for stealing more lead in 
Ramsgate. 

Mr Bird said: “To misquote The Clash, 
my client fought the law and the law won.” 

The pair were seen by CCTV operators 
climbing the fire escape stairs at the 
back of the building in Ramsgate on 
March 16. 

Police officers went up the fire escape 
and found the pair with a pile of lead, a 
Stanley knife and a large holdall. 

Cannabis 

Thistleton, who has since moved to 
South Wales, said the pair had gone on to 
the fire escape to smoke cannabis. 
Someone had borrowed the knife from 
his father and was bringing it back. 

Judge Adele Williams, sentencing the 
16-year-old to six months in a youth 
custody centre and Thistlewood to six 
months in a detention centre, said: 
“It is clear you were completely out 
of control. In the 16-year-old’s case, 
this offence occured while on bail for 
other offences. 

“In my judgement this was a deliber¬ 
ate attempt to steal lead. Neither of 
you has shown the slightest remorse. 
The only sentence I can pass is custody.”

East Kent hospitals 
among the cleanest 


SUPERBUG rates in east Kent 
hospitals are among the lowest in 
the country, thanks to a team of 
infection control specialists 

Rates of deadly superbugs such as MRSA and 
Clostridium difficile have been falling con¬ 
stantly at the QEQM in Margate, the Kent and 
Canterbury and the William Harvey in Ashford 
since the Government first introduced targets 
in 2005. 

In the case of MRSA, a strict screening pro¬ 
gramme targeting high-risk groups is carried 
out to identify people carrying the bug as they 
are admitted to hospital. 

MRSA is carried harmlessly inside the nose 
by a small percentage of the population, but it 
can cause deadly infections if immune systems 
are weak and it is allowed to enter the body 
during surgery. 

Debbie Weston, clinical nurse specialist for 
infection control and prevention, said: ‘We 
scan people coming from nursing and resi¬ 
dential homes, other hospitals and people who

have been in hospital in the last 12 months 
because these are the high-risk groups.” 

Swabs are taken from the patients’ noses and 
groins, and these are sent away to be analysed, 
which takes 48-72 hours. 

If someone is found to be carrying MRSA, 
they are kept in single rooms away from other 
patients and are kept out of high-risk areas 
such as intensive care wards. 

Treatment 

Mrs Weston said: “This does not delay their 
treatment, which goes ahead as normal, but if 
they are carriers they will be treated with a 
cream applied to the inside of the nose.” 

She said ‘C-difF, which killed 90 Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust patients 
between April 2004 and September 2006, can¬ 
not be scanned for in the same way as MRSA. 

“C-diff lives in the bowels of about five per 
cent of the population and doesn’t cause any 
problems,” said Mrs Weston. “But when some¬ 


one is treated with antibiotics for another com¬ 
plaint, and the good bugs are killed, C-diff isn’t 
affected and it grows and becomes the dominant 
bug which causes severe diarrhoea.” 

This had led to strict monitoring of antibiotic 
treatment within the trust to ensure patients 
are not prescribed unnecessary drugs which 
could lead to runaway C-diff infection. 

Mrs Weston said: “It’s the elderly who are 
going to be most at risk as they do not have the 
resources to cope with infection.” 

Fortunately the precautions have worked, and 
the trust boasts C-diff levels which are less than 
half the national average of 2.5 per 1,000 bed days. 

Mrs Weston said: “There is a huge public 
expectation that all infection is avoidable, but 
unfortunately it isn’t. It’s about preventing 
those that are avoidable. 

“People are frightened of coming into hospital 
and shaking hands with someone because they 
think they might catch MRSA, which is just one 
bug that can live harmlessly on your skin. 

“Preventing infection is about being thorough 
and it’s about being pro-active. We look at the 
evidence and act on it.” 



GRAFFITI vandals spraying and scribbling their 
way across Thanet are leaving a trail of paint 
and marker pen ink in their wake. 

The writing is always on the wall for the 
district council, which spends thousands of 
pounds a year fighting to keep the streets free 
of the problem, employing people on day work 
to remove the daubings that deface both public 
and private properties. 

Indeed, removing graffiti has cost Thanet 
council £29,500 this financial year alone. 

Two of the worst-hit stretches are around 
The Vale, Gladstone Road and Osborne Road in 
Broadstairs and the Newington estate and 
Whitehall Road in Ramsgate. 

Birchington seafront and Beresford Gap are 
also often targeted and the railway bridge by 
Minnis Bay is frequently hit. 

In Margate, Hartsdown Park and Meregate 
suffer, while the locked and fenced-off 
courtyard at Margate's Arlington House is 
particularly blighted.

Meanwhile, Thanet South MP Steve 
Ladyman says he has received 203 respons¬ 
es to his survey on the future of Cliffsend 
post office. 

He wrote to hundreds of people who live 
around post offices threatened with closure 
in Thanet but had the biggest response from 
Cliffsend residents. 

He received 35 from Woodnesborough, and 
in Ramsgate there were 87 from Bellevue 
Road and 37 from Grange Road. 

He said: “The feedback I’ve received will 
allow me to build a constructive response to 
the consultation for all branches affected.” 

“If the efforts to write have an influence, it 
will be worth it.”

Police survey to gang up 
on youth crime culture 

AN IN-DEPTH survey into what makes 
young people join gangs is being undertaken 
by Kent police. 

An online survey to be launched later this 
month will look into lifestyle choices made by 
teenagers as well as their attitudes to peer 
pressure and social issues. 

Police officers will visit schools and talk to 
young people to raise awareness of the survey.

How did you get involved with the RSPCA? 


background is journalism, but I have 
also always been passionate about animal 
welfare. When I saw the RSPCA role advert¬ 
ised, it seemed the ideal job for me.

Have people's attitudes towards animal welfare 
improved or worsened in recent years? 


In many ways, attitudes towards animal 
welfare have improved in recent years. For 
a start, according to an RSPCA report pub¬ 
lished this month measuring the state of ani¬ 
mal welfare in the UK, the proportion of people 
who feel for a society to be truly civilised ani¬ 
mal welfare must be a key priority has leapt 
from 54 per cent to 73 per cent in the last year. 

We also know six out of 10 people think 
supermarkets should stop selling eggs laid by 
hens in cages, but more than six out of 10 eggs 
still come from hens kept in this way, so there 
is plenty of room for improvement. 

There has been a huge increase in the num¬ 
ber of meat chickens raised to higher-welfare 
standards, quadrupling from 10 million in 2004 
to more than 40 million this year. However, this 
is still less than five per cent of the market. 

We see that as few as one in five pet shops 
selling ‘exotic’ animals such as snakes and pri¬ 
mates offer free written information to cus¬ 
tomers. People buying pets have a legal 


responsibility to look after them properly, and 
accessible information from pet shops would 
help them do this. 

Good news is that the number of wild- 
caught birds imported into the EU has plum¬ 
meted from 72,000 in 2003 to 11 last year, 
following a ban. But the number of wild- 
caught reptiles imported has increased from 
11,000 to 18,400 which is worrying. 

QWhat single practice would you like to see banned? 

A I would like to see the extremely cruel and 
disturbing practice of using primates for 
research to be banned immediately. We are 
slowly getting that way, as in the past few 
weeks MEPs categorically backed a call to 
bring an end to the use of primates in research. 

In the 21st century there should be no room 
for experimenting on primates. We know these 
animals are highly intelligent and they can 
suffer in very similar ways to humans. 

There should be new laws which include a 
clear strategy for replacing primates with 
humane alternatives.

What is the biggest challenge facing the world at 
present? 


chieving world peace and seeing an end to 
poverty and famine. It is incredible that 
world travel is so accessible to most of the 
developed world, but still so many people liv¬ 
ing on this planet are starving to death. A 


huge challenge facing the world is the issue of 
cruelty - research has shown that people who 
carry out vicious attacks on other people often 
begin by being cruel to animals. 

QIs there anything we can do about it? 

A I believe that world peace begins at home 
and if we start being kinder to each other 
then we have taken the first important step 
towards world peace. An act of kindness can 
make all the difference in the world to some¬ 
one’s day and such acts cause a ripple effect. A 
thoughtless, cruel remark can hurt badly and 
have a negative ripple effect. Tiny changes, but 
if we all thought more about the effect of our 
actions on other people, then we would not 
consider waging war on them. 

In terms of poverty and famine, it is obscene 
that so much food is thrown away every day 
when so many people are starving to death. 

In terms of cruelty, the RSPCA is working 
hard to get the message of kindness, not cruel¬ 
ty, to every schoolchild in this country through 
our education programme. 

How big do you think your carbon footprint is? 

A I walk wherever I can, rather than use the 
car, and try to conserve energy at home as 
much as possible. I recycle everything I can 
religiously and I also buy local produce as 
much as possible.

A TOP Mountie came to Kent this 
week to share the secret of how 
they always get their man. 

Superintendent Ward Clapham said getting 
communities to embrace policing was the key 
to their success in making cities safe. 

The senior Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
officer was the guest speaker at a community 
safety conference at Ashford International 
Hotel on Friday. 

He told representatives from Kent police, 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service, Kent County 
Council and several other councils from across 
the county about the Mounties’ philosophy in 
reducing crime. 

Supt Clapham is the leader of the third 
largest force in Canada, which is based in 
Richmond, British Columbia. 

Richmond is on one of the islands that make 
up part of the Greater Vancouver Regional 
District. 

Mike Hill, KCC’s community services chief, 
said: “This is an annual event that we put on 
in conjunction with the Kent police authority. 

“Supt Clapham is recognised across the 
world as a specialist in this area. We were very 
interested in hearing what he had to tell us. 

“He is very active in implementing the phi¬ 
losophy behind community policing at all lev¬ 
els. This is something they take very seriously 
in Canada.” 

The superintendent’s area of E division is 
densely populated by Canadian standards. 

The city has been subject to a large amount 
of immigration since the 1990s, and 50 per 
cent of its population come from an Asian 
background. The city has been recognised as 
one of the safest in Canada. 

Mr Hill said: ‘We are very concerned with 
this area. 


“The way forward is for communities to get 
involved in their own policing. It is up to all of 
us to help the police wherever we can. That 
was the theme of the conference. 

‘We want to find ways that all community 
organisations can work together, which in¬ 
cludes the police, local councils, fire and rescue 
services and other groups.” 

Supt Clapham said: “I have been with the 
mounted police for 27 years. I am sure we can 
learn a lot from each other. 

“For example, here in the UK you have much 
tougher legislation, allowing you to deal with 
high-risk offenders that I think we could adopt 
back home.” 

As part of his visit, Supt Clapham accompa¬ 


nied police community support officers and 
community wardens on their rounds in 
Meopham, near Gravesend. 

He said: “The role of PCSOs and community 
wardens is something I am really keen to 
learn more about. We do not have anything 
like them in Canada. 

“I think that there are times when it is not 
necessary to have a fully qualified officer 
dealing with problems. These people can 
engage more quickly with the people in their 
community.” 

The community safety unit in Ashford has 
been recognised as a service that could suffer 
cuts because of recent budget constraints on 
local councils from central government. 


The sex criminals 'still a 
danger to our children’ 

KENT has the sixth highest number of sex 
offenders in the UK - according to figures 
published this week. 

The county has a total of 49 people who 
have committed a serious sex offence such 
as rape or assault on a child. 

All are classified as Level Three offenders 
- which means they have served a prison 
sentence but can never be considered safe. 

They are mainly housed in hostels and 
their identities concealed. 

The greatest number, 158, are resident in 
the Greater Manchester area. 

Michele Elliott, director of children’s char¬ 
ity Kidscape, said: “Level Three offenders in 
particular will continue to be a danger to 
children - and I bet none of the 
Government ministers or people working in 
this field have these offenders living next 
door to them.” 

Nationally, 1,201 offenders are housed. 
All are meant to be under the scrutiny of 
multi-agency public protection arrange¬ 
ments and social workers. 

Kent has a better record when it comes to 
knife crime, ranking 15th in a nationwide 
survey of crime statistics. 

Figures show that during April, May and 
June this year, 79 offences were reported in 
the county, whereas in London 1,580 knife 
crimes were recorded.

Don't go parking mad over 
space outside your house 


WE have all heard of road rage and 
perhaps you assume the enraged 
must be behind the steering wheel. 
Not at all. 

The anger can often be simmering in some¬ 
one peering out from behind a net curtain. 
There is nothing like on-street parking to raise 
the ire of the neighbourhood. 

OK, so late-night parties, noise, or even just 
parties, get some people’s goat. There was also 
a large amount of venom projected in our direc¬ 
tion over the fence when we had a bonfire. 

Nothing, however, compares to the number of 
complaints about vehicles parked in our street. 

Did you know you should not park opposite 
or within 10 metres of a junction? After it was 
pointed out to us, we realised that we were 
obstructing the view of pedestrians and driv¬ 
ers at the junction, making it more dangerous. 
We were not being deliberately selfish, we sim¬ 
ply had not realised. We are now more consid¬ 
erate - we do not park on street corners. 

We do not live in a narrow street of terraced 


houses where you can imagine parking space is 
limited. We live in a wide street of detached 
houses, most of which have driveways and 
garages. The Koine is a castle’ mentality in this 
area extends to thinking of the roadway as a 
moat to be defended against enemy invasion. 

In fact, there are only two families in our 
street who have to resort to on-street parking - 
and we are one of them. Usually, we park out¬ 
side our house, naturally. Occasionally, we have 
visitors, or when we return home our usual stop 
is obstructed, possibly by a delivery driver. What 
would you do? Perhaps park as close as you can 
to the destination? That is what we do. 

On numerous occasions many neighbours in 
this street (both sides of the road) have 
requested that we refrain from parking out¬ 
side their homes. I do not know if they have 
conferred on this, but if I am to keep them all 
happy then I would be parking in the next 
street (which I often do). 

Visitors to the street have had notes left on 
their cars: “Please do not park outside of my 
house, it is inconvenient for us when we return 
home from work...” These requests have also 


been made face to face. My curtain-flickering 
neighbours rush out of their fortresses at the 
first sign of an offending motorist. 

I have skimmed through the Highway Code 
and I can not find any reason that a road¬ 
worthy car that is covered by tax and insur¬ 
ance can not be parked along this street, so 
long as it is not near the junction, and not 
obstructing the dropped kerbs. 

If any readers of this blog can identify with 
this roadside protection behaviour, I would 
urge them to let go: there is no sense in wast¬ 
ing energy over something that you can not 
control, ie who parks where on the road. 

I have known of people in other areas 
(Whitstable) to have elaborate car manoeu¬ 
vring rituals which involve parking an old car 
on the street all day to protect the coveted space 
outside a house while another car is in motion 
(at work). Meanwhile, the driveway is empty. 

I will park outside your house if I want to.

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Green Party warns 
of commuter misery 


GREEN PARTY campaigners say they are 
concerned at delays in plans to improve com¬ 
muter railway services - claiming that trav¬ 
ellers face a decade of rail misery. 

New carriages have been promised by rail 
companies and the infrastructure is set for 
improvement under a Government initiative 
to promote rail travel. 

The move is part of an overall environ¬ 
mental strategy aimed at cutting down on car¬ 
bon emissions. 

But the latest official estimates say the 
Crossrail scheme - which will connect parts of 
London to the main regional network - will 
not be operational until 2017. 

Thameslink services, which will link Kent’s 
lines to the rest of the UK network, are also 


behind schedule and will not be ready until 
2015, it is feared. 

Rail bosses say the delays are necessary to 
avoid problems when the lines do become 
operational. 

But Dr Hazel Dawe, of Kent Green Party, 
said the decisions should have been taken far 
earlier to bring services on line much more 
quickly. 

She said: “Rising rail use and insufficient 
seats in the rush hour means Kent’s rail com¬ 
muters face a working decade of ever more 
unpleasant rail journey experiences. 

“Given climate change and the imminent 
peaking of global oil supplies, Government 
investment in public transport alternatives to 
the private car should have occurred years ago.”

Parents steer 
children into 
wrong exams

PUSHY parents suffering from 
‘academic snobbery* are leading 
thousands of children each year 
down the wrong educational path, 
according to research from in¬ 
dustry expert group Edge. 

The group’s in-depth study found more than 
half of parents in Kent blindly nudge their 
youngsters towards taking A-levels and going 
on to university, despite knowing nothing 
about many of the other options available. 

The Parents Panel - made up of more than 
5,000 parents with children aged between 11 
and 16 - uncovered a host of ill-informed tra¬ 
ditional viewpoints, ingrained prejudices and 
much more besides. 

Almost half of those questioned said they 
would urge their child to take A-levels over 
equivalents such as BTEC qualifications, 
which only 18 per cent would consider at all. 

Almost twice as many people - 35 per cent 
- went so far as to say that vocational cours¬ 
es, such as plumbing, motor mechanics and 
midwifery, were only for pupils who failed to 
shine in core subjects at school. 

These out-of-date beliefs have had a devas¬ 
tating effect on the choices made by school- 
leavers. 

More than one in five teenagers and young 
professionals told the group they had taken a 
wrong turn in their education and more than 
a third of those questioned laid the blame for 
that squarely at their parents’ door. 

Almost 40 per cent of youngsters said they 
would take A-levels partly because their par¬ 
ents wanted them to go to university.

Garry Hawkes, chairman of Edge, said he 
wanted to use the Parents Panel findings to 
tackle the traditional bias against vocational 
qualifications, which currently results in too 
many people evaluating personal success by 
academic achievements. 

This, he said, contributed to the feeling of 
18 per cent of parents stating they would be 
disappointed if their child ended up in a prac¬ 
tical career. 

Mr Hawkes said: “We’ve been concerned for 
some time at how academic snobbery is influ¬ 
encing the lives of young people and our 
research shows the unfortunate truth that it 
has resulted in thousands of young people 
being directed down the wrong route every 
year, and therefore being turned off learning. 

“Parents naturally want to do what’s best for 
their child, but by their own admission they 
aren’t armed with all the facts about the learn¬ 
ing options available and this is costing some 
young people dearly. We’re challenging all par¬ 
ents to stop thinking of academic qualifications 
as the only route to success.”

MEDWAY council bosses were yesterday 
expected to kick-start a national campaign to 
save the country’s post offices. 

It is thought cabinet members would back 
plans to form an all-party delegation charged 
with spurring the Local Government Association 
to fight Royal Mail’s proposed cutbacks. 

More than 2,500 branches across the UK - 
including 58 in Kent - risk being axed in the 
first wave of savings as the postal service looks 
to turn its financial fortunes around. 

The Medway council leader has already 
voiced his concerns over the proposals, writing 
to Royal Mail last month to register his 
objection. 

Cllr Rodney Chambers wrote: “The propos¬ 
als are particularly ill-thought given that 
Medway’s population is set to grow 
by 50,000 dining the next 10 years, with a 
resultant requirement for greater access to 
post office services, not less.” 

The Royal Mail’s six week consultation peri¬ 
od on their proposals ends on Monday.

SILENCE is golden, 
according to Paul Merton, 
and he wants to share his 
love of mute clowns with 
audiences in Kent.

Getting the facts on 
our brownfield sites 

I am all for better public 
understanding of our planning 
systems, not least to promote 
recognition of the need for reform. 

I have, therefore, to differ with 
Mrs Matterface (letters, October 24). 
She is mistaken on a number of 
points of fact, not least that it is not 
the Tories who are concreting over 
Thanet. 

The document Planning Policy 
Statement 3 (PPS3), to which she 


refers, was and is not “planning law” 
and was not “passed last year”. 

It does not hand any powers to 
local authorities. Nor, in itself, did it 
particularly change anything. 

It is a guidance document. On 
page 26, it specifically defines 
gardens as “brownfield land”, or, to 
give it its full title, “previously- 
developed land”. 

This includes the curtilage of any 
structure or development. 

The only protection afforded to 
gardens is the much weaker concept 
of “invasion of green space”. 

This is highly subjective, and in 
the real world is of particular 
weakness where existing infill 
building has taken place close by. 

Mrs Matterface asks me to 
encourage my colleagues to examine 
brownfield sites. 

I am happy to assure her that, of 
the 5,000 new homes imposed 
upon us by Westminster (it is not a 
“voluntary target”), more than 
three-quarters are indeed on 
brownfield land. 

I am happy to assure her that 
an exhaustive analysis of available 
brownfield sites was undertaken in 
creating the plan. This is a very 
strong defence against unsuitable 
infill developments, and one I have 
cited in opposition to a number of 
applications. 

We seem to be arguing to agree, 
but it pays to get all the facts right.

Desertification, then it 
is clear that climate change is 
increasingly a very real concern for 
us here in east Kent. 

With news that the WWF rates 
Canterbury as having one of the 
heaviest carbon footprints of any 
city in Western Europe, I dread to 
think how Thanet’s towns compare. 

At Integrity Agency 
(www.integrityagency.co.uk), where 
we are concerned at Manston cargo 
airport, the pollution of Pegwell 
Bay and water quality in Margate, 

I hope that Thanet council is able to 
work with Canterbury in instigating 
real change in lifestyle, business, 
leisure, tourism, transport, 
education and third sector practices 
[non-governmental groups with 
social, environmental and cultural 
objectives]. 

The signs don’t look good, but it’s 
too important to fail. 

Will Thanet council now not 
call for the establishment of a 
cross-party and cross-district 
code of green commission and 
standards?

Of cowboys and astronauts

WHERE have all the cowboys 
gone? Almost certainly to Texas, 
that most American of states, 
where even city-dwellers go about 
hatted and booted - as though they 
are more likely to ride a horse than 
a pick-up truck. 

When you arrive on George Bush’s home 
patch, you quickly find that the state’s lone 
star flag is as common a sight as the stars and 
stripes, fluttering from anywhere possible. 

To understand where the famous Texan 
pride comes from, a visit to The Alamo in San 
Antonio is the obvious place to start. Texans 
take their history very seriously. It was here, 
at a former chapel, that a motley band of 
vastly outnumbered rebels fought to the death 
against the Mexican army to safeguard their 
independence. 

Not all the stereotypes hold true, though. 
Forget the desert scenes from cowboy films - 
Texas is a surprisingly lush state, and its cities 
are spacious and green. In addition to its 
cowboy roots, modern Texas is rather proud to 
have a cultured side. 

The McNay Art Museum in San Antonio is 
the former home of Marion Koogler McNay, 
who built up a fabulous collection of art. Her 
legacy is breathtaking: a Spanish-influenced 
mansion where each room is packed with 
Renoirs, Monets and Picassos.

Another San Antonio highlight is a boat ride 
through the city. The river is banked by bars 
and restaurants, many of which are happy to 
arrange a meal for you onboard your barge. 

We were served a summery menu by Hotel 
Contessa and serenaded by a mariachi band. 
Indeed the Mexican influence on the city, as for 


much of Texas, is marked, noticeably in the 
food: delicious tacos, tortillas and burritos are 
served up in abundance. Throughout the state 
the food is plentiful, tasty and cheap - which 
may explain many Texans’ waistlines. 

From San Antonio we went to Austin, a 
relatively short drive, made worthwhile by 
stopping at the tiny outpost that is 
Luckenbach. It boasts a wooden cabin general 
store/post office, where musicians play in the 
back to passers-by It’s the only stop you need 
make to experience the best of rural Texas. 

Houston could not be more different. 
Everything is bigger in Texas - and nowhere is 
that more evident than in this city, the focus of 
the Texan oil industry. According to one city- 
dweller, Houston sprawls across 70 miles: this 
is a city built for the car. 

Houston also boasts a thriving museum 
district, ranging from the vast Houston Mus¬ 
eum of Natural Science, which has its own 
butterfly house, to The Buffalo Soldiers Nation¬ 
al Museum, which uses actors to tell the history 
of the legendary all-black regiments, from their 
civil war beginnings to desegregation. 

More recent history comes in the form of 
NASA’s Johnson Space Center. For me, the 
highlight was stepping into the control centre 
that received the famous and chilling call: 
“Houston, we have a problem”. It still houses 
the computers used to bring home the astro¬ 
nauts on the Apollo 13 mission. Looking at the 
clunky machines, it seems a miracle they ever 
made it into space, let alone came home again. 

From ranch settlers to space explorers, it 
seems Texas still retains that old pioneering 
spirit.

THE three robbers who saw the fourth member of their 
gang shot dead by police have all been handed hefty 
jail sentences for a series of raids on security vans. 


They were arrested almost 
exactly a year ago after they were 
caught by waiting armed officers 
in New Romney High Street. 

Bob Haines, 41, a bouncer 
from Challock, opened fire with 
his sawn-off shotgun and he was 
immediately brought down by a 
police marksman. 

The other three were arrested 
and quickly linked to a series of 
raids across the county 

All of the raids were carried out 
by ambushing security vans 
delivering large quantities of cash 
to building societies in Strood, 
Paddock Wood, Birchington, New 
Romney and Heme Bay 

In total, the robberies netted 
almost £340,000 

On Friday, David Jenkins, 61, 
a maintenance manager from 
Ashford, was found not guilty of the 
firearms offence but guilty of rob¬ 
bery and he was sentenced to 10 
years. 

Balaclava 

His accomplices, who had 
already admitted conspiracy to 
commit armed robbery, were jailed 
as well. 

Dean Jenkins, 40, a company 
director from Rainham, was sen¬ 
tenced to 17 years, and Ben 
Grehan, 22, a scaffolder from south 
London, to 12 years. 

Each robbery was committed at 
night and at the moment when the 
last cash was being delivered. 

In every case a man appeared 
wearing a balaclava and dark 
clothes and carrying a sawn-off 
shotgun which he used to threaten

guards and order them to hand 
over cash. 

Judge Philip Statman said the 
robberies were “ruthless” and com¬ 
mended both Kent police and 
members of the Metropolitan 
Police Flying Squad for their part 
in bringing the offenders to justice. 

Detective Chief Inspector Tim 
Smith, who led the investigation, 
said: ‘Tire incidents involved inno¬ 
cent people being threatened and 
in some cases violence was used 
against them, resulting in, with¬ 
out a doubt, them being in fear of 
their lives. 

“This disregard for others and the 
seriousness of the crime has been 
reflected by the sentences imposed. 

‘We have worked together with 
the Crown Prosecution Service to 
take these dangerous men off the 
streets of Kent. Kent police will deal 
with armed robberies robustly and 
thoroughly, and offenders will be 
brought before the courts ” 

Detective Chief Inspector Steve 
Richardson from the Flying Squad 
added: “These three men played 
significant roles in a series of vio¬ 
lent armed robberies, where guns 
where used to intimidate guards. 

“The robbery of cash in transit 
companies is not a victimless 
crime, with the delivery guards 
often suffering physically and 
physiologically. 

“The Flying Squad will continue 
to work with the industry and 
other forces to prevent and appre¬ 
hend robbers of this nature ”

African bike adventure 
goes a long way down

EVEN though Ewan McGregor 
and Charley Boorman have just 
ridden from the tip of Scotland to 
the southern-most point of Africa 
across some of the most hazardous 
terrain on the planet, they can’t 
afford to take time off to relax. 

“It’s been extremely busy since we got back,” 
says Ewan. “There’s an awful lot of stuff you 
have to deal with after three months away. 
And we could have gone on longer. When we 
got to Cape Town at the end of the trip there 
was a terrible temptation to just turn around 
and go back up. I didn’t want to stop.” 

The draw of their families, which both admit 
to missing horrendously, was enough to see 
that they returned, but not before a quick trip 
to Kenya with their wives and children to 
revisit a few of their favourite spots. 

The duo completed their first mammoth trip 
around three years ago, and their travels could 
be seen in Long Way Round, their first series 
for the BBC. On their motorcycles, and fol¬ 
lowed by a small support crew, Ewan and 
Charley rode from London to New York, but as 
the title of their escapade suggests, they didn’t 
merely cross the Atlantic to get to the Big 
Apple. Instead, they rode through France, 
Belgium, Germany, Czech Republic, Slovakia, 
Ukraine, Russia, Kazakhstan, Mongolia and 
Canada before finally reaching their destina¬ 
tion. 

It was a gruelling trip, but not tough enough 
to put them off trying something else. The 
actors, who became best friends after meeting 
on the set of 1997 film The Serpent’s Kiss, orig¬ 
inally mentioned the possibility of another

journey on Jonathan Ross’s chat show some 
time ago, but it only came to fruition this year. 

And two shows into the six-part series - 
Long Way Down - viewers are hooked again. 

“The preparations were much smoother this 
time,” says Ewan, looking nothing like a film 
star in workman’s boots, jeans and a fleece 
jacket. ‘We knew what we wanted to take and 
what we didn’t want to take, and we knew we 
wanted to go on the BMW bikes.” 

If preparations were smoother, the trip was 
more difficult than their previous effort which 


introduced thousands to adventure biking. 

“It was definitely different,” ponders Ewan. 
“Because we’d done Long Way Round, we were 
all looking for unique things and sometimes 
that was conflicting. It caused some moments 
that weren’t as harmonious as others. That’s a 
nice way of putting it, isn’t it?” he beams with 
a trademark smile. 

“I think if you spend that much time togeth¬ 
er, “ adds Charley, “you know, you’re bound to 
have the odd bicker. You’d be spectacularly odd 
if you didn’t. But we’d get time on our own 
when we were riding.” 

The journey this time around had Ewan and 
Charley riding down through the UK, across 
France and through the Alps into Italy. From 
there, they crossed to Tunisia and began the 
mammoth African leg of their journey which 
would have them visiting Libya, Egypt, 
Sudan, Ethiopia, Kenya, Uganda, Rwanda, 
Tanzania, Malawi, Zambia, Namibia and 
Botswana, before finally making their way to 
Cape Agulhas, the southern-most point of the 
continent. So, what did Africa have in store? 

“People would hear we were going there and 
say ‘Of course, you’ll be macheted’. I’d ask 
whereabouts, and they’d say, ‘Everywhere’,” 
laughs Ewan. 

Many readers may already know a fair bit 
about Charley and Ewan’s trip thanks to the 
website which they regularly contributed to 
using the latest satellite technology. 

“Next time, if there is a next time,” adds 
Charley quickly, considering the implications 
of what he’s just said. “If there were enough 
people saying You should go and do this’, we 
could go off and do it.” 

Next time? 

“We’ve only just got back!” he cries!

Modern proposals 
for regeneration 

CONTINUED regeneration plans across 
Thanet have been announced in the 
Kent Property Market Report 2007 pro¬ 
duced by Kent County Council, Cluttons 
and Locate in Kent. 

The report says that planning appli¬ 
cations for development schemes at 
EuroKent and Manston business parks 
are being prepared. 

Margate Renewal Partnership’s regen¬ 
eration programme includes the devel¬ 
opment of Turner Contemporary as a 
key element. A planning application is 
expected to be submitted shortly. 

Thanet council and KCC have short¬ 
listed four developers to prepare propos¬ 
als for a mixed-use development at the 
adjacent Rendezvous site. A masterplan 
will be announced in December. 

Also shown is the planned reduction of 
Fort Hill road into a single carriageway 
to improve pedestrian access. 

Further improvements have been 
announced to the pier and Margate’s Old 
Town. Paigle Properties, which acquired 
the Lido site in August, is expected to 
submit a planning application to include 
the restoration of the Lido swimming 
pool, a 200-bed hotel with leisure devel¬ 
opment and 400-500 apartments.

Paul Broadhead, deputy director gen¬ 
eral at the Association of Home 
Information Pack Providers (AHIPP), 
said: “As far as AHIPP is concerned, it is 
too early to make any firm conclusions 
about the way consumers use HIPs as 
we are only half way through the rollout 
of HIPs into the market since August 1. 

“Consumers are not not reading HIPs 
out of choice - they are simply not being 
advised that a HIP is available in a large 
number of cases. 

“Buyers are not being given a HIP 
automatically - instead they are having 
to request it specifically from the estate 
agent, so this figure does not surprise 
me. 

“We have just issued an updated 
version of our HIP handling guide, 
which states that once estate agents 
receive the HIP it should be made avail¬ 
able to buyers immediately for their 
information.”

AT a time of uncertainty in the 
housing market, letting agents 
across Kent are reporting a short¬ 
age of rental properties. 

The Association of Rental Lettings Agents 
(ARLA) has released a report stating that 
tenant demand now outstrips supply in all sec¬ 
tors of the rental market. ARLA says this is 
consistent with the traditional pattern of 
‘softening 5 house prices leading to a growing 
requirement for rental accommodation. 

Julian Sparkes, of Broadstairs letting spe¬ 
cialist Belmonte, said: “Business in the last 
three months has been the highest ever, but 
stocks to let are not being replenished. Two- 
bedroom houses with parking for young pro¬ 
fessionals are in particular demand.” 

So, despite widespread speculation of a 
decline in the buy-to-let market, industry 
experts are advising potential investors that 
now is a good time to buy. 

Property investment specialist Assetz sees 
the current climate as a good opportunity for 
investors. 

Stuart Law, chief executive, said: ‘While the 
market has been subject to much speculation 
and turmoil over the last few months, there is 
significant evidence to suggest that for those 
taking a medium- to long-term perspective, 
now is an excellent time to invest in buy-to-let 
property.” 

According to ARLA’s last quarterly figures, 
the average weekly rental income for the 
South East is £345 per week for houses and 
£215 per week for flats, putting rents at an all- 
time high. It is predicted that the growth in 
rents will continue. 

Coupled with an increasing number of forced 
sellers discounting their property and bank 
base rates expected to fall, we could be ap¬ 
proaching the most profitable rental income 
situation for years. 

ARLA has just published its annual guide - 
The ARLA, CML Guide To Buy To Let - in 
association with the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders (CML). 

Malcolm Harrison, ARLA spokesman, said 
the aim of the guide was to “clarify the role of 
investment in residential rental housing and 
counter any market misunderstandings”. 

For landlords and tenants, it covers the defi¬ 


nition of buy-to-let, the opportunities and obli¬ 
gations that go with it, tenancy agreements, 
tenancy deposit protection, insurance, legal 
requirements and tax. 

It is a useful resource for all those consider¬ 


ing dipping a tentative toe into the rental 
property market.

Sick figures for work

THE Health and Safety Commission 
says 4.8 million working days have been 
lost in the South East during 2006-7 due 
to workplace injury and ill health. 

Statistics published by the HSC also 
reveal that there were 35 fatal injuries 
to workers, 3,484 reported major injuries 
to employees, and 12,880 cases of ill 
health to employees, which led to more 
than three days off work. 

Overall, the statistics show a 0.37 per 
cent decrease in injuries in the South East 
over the past year, compared with a four 
per cent decline in the UK as a whole. 

The report showed the construction 
industry was the most hazardous area of 
work.

SURVEY: Aimed to get to the heart of needs of local business to help them thrive 



BUSINESSES should be at the 
heart of every community in Kent, 
according to a new survey 

Eighty-four per cent of business leaders 
across the county felt they should play an 
active part in schools and community projects. 

The heads of more than 200 organisations 
and companies, including chambers of com¬ 
merce, professional bodies and trade organisa¬ 
tions, took part in the study carried out by the 
South East of England Development Agency. 

Forty-seven per cent of company chiefs in 
Kent felt business prospects for the next six 
months look the same as the last half year, but 
23 per cent said the outlook was better. 

Disturbingly, 22 per cent of those quizzed felt 
the forecast was bleak. 

Only 32 per cent of business leaders said

Kent was a good place to invest or run a suc¬ 
cessful organisation, while 41 per cent thought 
it was average. 

The study also asked what the main factors 
enabling companies in the county to thrive 
and grow are. 

Twenty-five per cent said it was customer 
focus, 19 per cent pointed to exporting and inter¬ 
national trade, while 14 per cent rated creativi¬ 
ty and innovation, and sales and marketing. 

The survey also found that 40 per cent of 
those quizzed felt it was feasible to reduce the 
carbon footprint of businesses, while 26 per 
cent argued it was not. 

The local factors which affects business 
growth were named as bad transport, by 26 


per cent; drugs, drink and violence, by 15 per 
cent; and expensive or scarce housing, by 15 
per cent. 

SEEDA carried out the survey as part of its 
last call for entries for its first South East 
Business Awards. 

Jeff Alexander, executive director of 
SEEDA’s global competitiveness division, said: 
‘We aim to get to the heart of the needs of our 
local business communities and this research 
highlights the factors that make a thriving 
environment and pinpoint areas for develop¬ 
ment.
